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FORTY- SEVENTH KENTUCKY DERBY 



Select Band of Fifteen Named to Contend This Afternoon for the Greatest 

Amount of Money in the Derby* s History 



Fifteen young blue bloods of horsedom have been named to start in the Kentucky Derby today. They are the picked ones of their age, and 
a glorious struggle for the honors and pelf of the big race is in immediate prospect. Whatever the outcome may be, that much is sure, and the thou- 
sands who have journeyed to Louisville from all sections of this broad land will be well rewarded by the thrilling spectacle of the noble striving 
of the beautiful creatures which have served as the magnet attracting them to Kentucky’s chief city. 

A race studded with the splendor of great achievements by famous race horses of the past, the Derby of this year presents some features which 
did not appertain to its predecessors. Last year it had $30,000 added. This year it has $50,000, with the peculiarity that most of this liberal increase 
has been apportioned to the second, third and fourth horses, the probable result being that the big assemblage of spectators will witness strenuous 
battles for the $10,000 second money, $5,000 third money and even the $2,000 which will fall to the fourth horse. The reward for finishing sec- 
ond or third will be greater than nine out of ten of the stake races of this country and Canada give their winners. Another feature is that, next to 
the Grand Prix de Paris, the Derby has a good chance to take rank as the most valuable stake race of the world for three-year-olds, although the 
Preakness Stakes might excel it in that particular, for the reason that it costs $1,000 to start in the Preakness, while the starting fee for the Derby 
is but $250. However, it does not matter much which of the two races returns the greatest sum to its -winner. Both are now turf prizes of 
the first order and both will have a worthy rival when the Belmont Stakes takes on its added dignity of being a $50,000 race. There will be fat pick- 
ings for the three-year-olds then. 

The Derby has been run forty-six times and so today’s will be its forty-seventh running, which suggests that its half-century mark is not far 
away. It has been contested over a fast track twenty-six times, over slow track twelve times and over a heavy track eight times. It was run at a 
mile and a half until 1896, when it was cut down to its present distance of a mile and a quarter. Omar Khayyam was its only foreign-bred winner, 
but Star Hawk came close to it in George Smith’s year. 

It cannot correctly be thought that any of the three-year-olds which will contest today’s great race are better race horses than were Sir Bar- 
ton, Exterminator, Omar Khayyam, Regret, Old Rosebud, Lieutenant Gibson, Ben Brush, Halma, Spokane, Leonatus, Hindoo or Aristides in their 
days of glory, but some of them may in time demonstrate they belong to the class of those bright lights of other days. Competent judges generally 
estimated the best two-year-olds of last year to be of much better than average class. With few exceptions the best of those two-year-olds are to 
measure strides in today’s Derby. Undoubtedly Tryster ran the best and fastest mile ever put to the credit of a two-year-old in this or any other 
country last fall when he won the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes over the same track where today’s star event is to be battled out. And Grey Lag 
and Behave Yourself ran so fast and gallantly in that same race that they are entitled to great respect today. Leonardo II. was a grand two-year- 
old, and in his dry-track race at Lexington he showed himself to be super bly speedy. It is true that his prospects were sadly tarnished by his defeat 
in the Blue Grass Stakes, but it is worth while to bear in mind that Omar Khayyam was the favorite for that race in his year and was as badly beaten 
as was Leonardo II., which did not prevent his coming back to Louisville to triumph in the Kentucky Derby. The splendid fillies Careful and 
Prudery showed conclusively their entire ability to combat the colts of their age successfully last year, and Careful demonstrated at Havre de 
Grace that, if anything, she is better than she was as a superior two-year- old. 

E. R. Bradley’s Black Servant was well thought of by his owner and trainer last year, but did not race as well as Behave Yourself. However, 
the two races he won at Lexington recently brought him to public notice as a formidable antagonist for the best, particularly over a muddy track. 
The oddity of this revelation is that his immediate connections held that muddy going would prove inimical to his chances. That delusion is dis- 
sipated now and nothing would be received with wilder enthusiasm in Kentucky than a victory for this representative of Kentucky ownership 
and breeding.

Behave Yourself is a proved good colt. Of his seven races last year he won three. In winning the Queen City Handicap at Latonia last fall 
he carried 114 pounds and ran its mile in 1:38 4-5, beating, among others, McGoodwin, Rangoon, Coyne and Gangway with ease. He ran a good 
third to Tryster and Grey Lag in the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes at a mile in 1 :38 2-5. There is no doubt about his ability to stay the route in 
good style. 

Grey Lag is Sam Hildreth’s reliance, and the fact that the colt is at Louisville ready to run is proof sufficient that Hildreth deems him capable 
of achieving Derby honors. He is a dangerous quantity. His best race was when he finished a length behind Tryster in the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes. He won four of his thirteen races last year and was second in five more. 

Star Voter’s participation in the race was decided upon when he ran the fine handicap horse Boniface to a head at Havre de Grace April 30. 
It was a public trial good enough to please the most exacting. This good son of Ballot ran ten races last year, of which he won three, was second 
in two and third in two. He can be relied upon to strive every yard of the route, is fast and a fine weight carrier. He came out to Latonia last sum- 
mer and won the Cincinnati Trophy over a muddy track, with Black Servant, Coyne, Firebrand, Uncle Velo, McGoodwin, Monsoon and Billy Barton 
among the seventeen behind him. 

Over in England last week the Two Thousand Guineas had twenty-six starters and the One Thousand Guineas, for three-year-old fillies, had 
twenty-four. Many of the owners knew well their representatives had no chance to win, but in a spirit of genuine sportsmanship did all in their 
power to contribute to the success and glory of their great races. Had the same spirit been rife here, this Kentucky Derby would not have been 
contested by a field inadequate to properly refiect its present high standing and importance. 

Firebrand is a maiden. He has been heavily backed, but on all public form the money appears to have been thrown away. 

Coyne won three purse races when a two-year-old. He has worked fast for the l erby; none faster. There is an impression that he has had 
too many strenuous work-outs.

At least ten of the, starters have ardent 
supimrters, hut the bulk of the exp«*rts incline to 
l»elief that the Harry I’ayiie Whitne.v pair. Tryster 
and Prudery, will carry off the prize. Theie are 
some w’ho think that they will finish first and 
second. Ivoonardo II. continues the puxzle of the 
race. His showing in the Blue (Jrass Stakes was 
so had that he was scrapped by the form hackers, 
hut his sensational trial Wednes<l;iy afternoon, wlieu 
he had up 128 iwuuds ami covered a mile in 1:38% 
over a drying-out track, has again restored him to a 
measure of popular favor. Trainer James McClel- 
land, who also is part owner of the colt, ex- 
pressed confidence this morning that he will lead 
the others at the finish and discredits any rumors 
that the sou of Sweei> — Ethel l*aee is not game. 
“He will go as. fast and far as any horse in the 
race,” said Mr. McClelland. 

(^uniuandor J. K. L. Ross is hoiH‘ful that he will 
dnidicate the success scorisl Iiy his Sir Barton 
with liis Star Vot<*r. The colt has been trainhig 
in fine style for the race. Commander Ross is 
bringing a large party here in his private ear lo 
witness the running. It is the first time that Ross j 
has been here for a Derb.v, having Iven calh‘d awa.v 
prior lo Sir Barton’s victorj* on account of illness 
in his family. 

In the ant(‘iM>st l»etting the Whitney pair continues 
great favt»rile, with Star Voter, the Bradley entry, 
and I>‘onardo II. next iii este<*m. 

With few exceptions all of the Derby horses 
were “opened np’’ :it short distances this morning in 
prepara ti<»n for tomorrow’s race. Prudery and 
Tryster were sent a half mile together in 4(5 ‘r., 
covering the quarter mile in 22% and three-eighths 
iu 34%. 

Leonardo II. ran a half mile in 40% in easy

In toinoirow’s vast tlirong. a crow'd justifiably 
estimated at OO.tHH). there will Is* millionaire, la- 
Iwirer. hanker, merchant, iMilitician, amhassador, 
minister, gcner:»l. sportsman and every other person 
that goes to make up ev«‘ry form of profession in 
life. For the time they will discard cares of profes- 
sional worry and devote att<*ntion to the business 
on hand, to do homage to King Horse and secure 
the utmost enjo.vment out of their hrii‘f outing. 
While some will have in view* the prospect of prof- 
iting from an effort to pick the winner of the 
Derby, most of those who will fill the spacious 
(’hurchill Downs will he i>resent as true sports- 
men. as the Kentucky Derb.v has nowr reached the 
rank of chief racing fixture in this country. 

Never Is*fo:e in the incnior.v of the oldest dev- 
otees of tlie turf. thos(‘ credited witli having 
seen all the forty-six Derhys since its first de<i- 
sion. can they recall ;i bigger crowd than that 
manifestly i»resciit on the eve of the Dcrl*y run- 
ning and the continuous additions make it prac- 
tical I.v certain that a local record atteiuianee will he 
on hand tomorrow'. 

WliMt is causing most concern is liow will the 
vast throng manage to get accommodations, at 
least for one night’s rest. Tlie hotels are filled 
tf> c-ongc‘stion and even the corridors are becoming 
densely crf>wded. 

The millionaire in liis private car has small con- 
cern for worr.v, as he can take care of his friemls 
:ind liirnsfdf in the car. 'J'hcre will he at least one 
hundred of these rolling private hotels parked in 
their y.inis. 

Others have had sufficient foresight to charter 
Pullman cars that hr<mght them on sp<>ci:il trains 
and tlics(* will serve them for sleeping quarters 
until their return liomc. 'Phe palatini boats plying 
lip and ilowii the Ohio Rover will also be used as 
I temporary hotels, but thousands will put in the 
niglit ro.iming the stn>ets, or seek shelter in private 
residences. 

The break of dawn will find goodly numbers 
trending their way to ('hurchill Downs, some to 
witness the preliminary exercise of the racers. 
( thers with a view to securing advant.ageous places 
ami holding them for tlie day. 

'I'lie plant is spick and span, parklike in api>«*ar- 
ance ami artistic in its gardening effect. Forty 
thousand plants have lu'en scattered and twenty 
thousand geraniums haxe been set out directly in 
front of the grandstand and clubhouse. 

Bright skies- and a fast track are promised for 
tomorrow' and will add to Ih? enjoyment of the 
big crowd. 

All of the eastern jockeys with mounts in the 
1 Derb.v arrived today.
